A VARIED EXISTENCE. 


“Wuat animal is that which is first a boat, then a fish, 
then a larger boat, then a sail, and then a bird?” This 
riddle was devised by the Rev. J. G. Wood, the 
epueneer a How many of us couid guess that he meant 
& gnat 

his tiny insect is a native of the water during the 
early stages of its existence, and only cevks the air and 
when it has attained its wings. The eggs of the 
guat are destined to fvat on the water, in order to be 
hatched, but as they are very small, they would be liable 
to destruction if they were simply placed there at ran- 
dom, and then left alone. Therefure the female, when 
about to deposit them, etations herself on a flouting leaf, 
or any convenient support, clinging to it by her forelegs, 
@ 


‘and stretching the hindlegs as fur as possible over 


water, and crossing them at theic extrem:ties. 

By means of these slender hindicgs, she guides the 
eggs in the direction they shéuld take, arranging them 
finally in the form of a boat, and fastening them together 
with a peculiar waterproof secretion. : 

Io a short time after the eggs have been laid, the young 
gnats within them are so developed by the warmth uf the 
sun that they force out the lower eud of their shells, drop 
into the water, and awim away, 

The fature gnat now corresponds to the caterpillar of 
the moth or butcerfly, and is called a lurva. During this 
state, it changes its akin several times, Before the last 
moult, it seems to be in a dying condition ; it does not 
swim about, but remaius at the surface of the water, 
where, ntly, its skin barsts, and the pupa issues. 

The little creature now never dives, except when 
alarmed, but merely floats near the surface of the water, 
obtaining its air supply by means of two little herns 
communicating with the atmosphere. The most notice- 
able alteration which hi taken place in it, since the 
larva state, is the enlargeu.ent of the upper part of the 
body ; and if this purtion be examined ander the micro-

Tay custom hal alee the New ioe in somo 
especial wa, ably bad its oriyin in the cradle uf the 
human am The Hiudoo elie being among the 
oldest forms of established worship, is is eomewiat 
remarkable to find amung the pecpie of India the same 
reverence attached to the day us cxists among onree!ves. 
AD stores and offices are closed, and the day is given up 
to religious observances and social {vstivities. 

Bands of singers, from two to siz ia number, make tbe 
rounds of the houses in their districts, aud’ are received 
with consideration, invariably obtaining alms, large or 
emall, for on this day to refuse tu give is accounted 2 sin, 


. They do nut ask for charity as on other days, for it is 


takuo for granted that on this “day of days” the hearts 
and pursestrings of all will be oj-02. 

So everybody gives, but whether to gratify 2 charitable 
impulse or to get rid of the coiss is 6 conundrum. The 
latter motive is not impossible, for the music of the wan- 
dering bands of beggars consists of drums, ratiles, and 
small cymbals, these instruments being accompanied bv 
ear-splitting screeches, which in any cther coun:ry would 
antitle the singer to immodiate incarceration. 

But.the Hindooear can stand a good deal of noise, and 
as the words of the hymn sung by ‘ho mendicaats are 
purely devotiona!, every Hindoo lays up for bimzelf trea- 
& heaven by opnning his pocket-book, 

But the observance of the day dues not begin and end 
with almegiving. The idols ara to be washed ; pitchers 
and other aes and food aro to be offered at tha sacred

: No nation on earth welcomes the New Year with more 
eluborate ceremoties than tho Chinese. On the last day

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of the Old Year all accounts must be closed, all debts 3 
for he who allows an indebtedness to go over ee les 
Year's Day must scek for his debtor with a ted 
lantern, an iudispensable accompaniment by he 
proclaims bis own thrift/essness, and without which the 
debtor is justified in refusing to pay anything. 

The last day of the Oid Year ie by the Chinese reckoned 
particularly unlucky, for during its hours the goddess of 
mall-pox wanders about seeking whom she may infect 
with the dire disease, and it is highly important that sho 
should be conciliated, or at least de from inflicting 
ipjury ou porsons against whom she maycheriah 2 grudge.

consequently, the illumined half of the earth is shiaing 
on the moon, and the leaden hue we perceive is the mooa 
geen by the earth shine. 

his earth-s ine 1s thirteen times stronger to the moon 
than the moovrshine is to us, on accouut of tho compara- 
tively larger dimensions of the terrestrial sphere. Some 
astrouomers state that this eacth-shine on the muon 
changes its ash grey tint into a green one when the part 
of the earth opposite to tho new moon is that which | 
contains the verdant ‘and forest-covered plains of South 
Amer:ca. ’ 

There can be no donbt that this earth-shine on tho 
moon {s more vivid when the terrestrial atmosphere 
through which it has to pass is clear, and that it is made 
dali when that air is laden with clouds and mists. Arago 
believed that we should, some time or other, be able to 
ascertain the mean sta:e of our atmosphere's transparency 
by watching the ashy tints that appear om the obscure 
Portion of the moon,

SxcRETARY oF THE Youno Men's CarisTIAN

Mr. Kexnepy is a fine striking man, well over eix 
feet, aud broad in proportion. He is by no means of 
the type which those who know nothing about the 
Y.M 0.4, imagine its representatives to be. In faci, the 
point which he is never tired of impressing upon an inter- 
viewer is that the members of his Association are not 
weak-kueed, snuffing young men, who make a great 
parade of celigion, and interpret Christianity to mean a 
neglect of the active side of life. 

“ It is true,” he said to me, “that we aim at the spiri- 
tual benefit of our members, but we do not preach an 
emasculated pietism. A Christian young man is not 

ly a—jelly. When I play at singlestick, I don’t 
out any softer because | happen to be a Christian. 

“ We aim at bringing forward the Lord Jesus Christ as 
a rea) helper in men’s day life, 

“The Avsuciation was started in 1844 in a very amall 
way. Our present Presideat, Mr. George Williams, had 
long been impressed by the dangers and temptations in- 
volved in the life of young fellows cowing up to work in 
‘London without suitable friends or the means of getting 


any. 

“ Heaccordingly foundéd a small club, where they could 
meet together aad roceive a helping hand iu Ife, and a 
bit of friendly advice when occasion arose.

of Young Men's Chri-tiai Associatiuns, which we have 
organised all over the couniry. We have at present 
eighty-five thousand members in the United Kingdom, 
aud over half a million of al! nationalities in all parts of 
the world.” 

I asked how far young men joined the association for 
the club advantages it offered them, and how far with a 
view of takiug part in a religious movement. 

“ Well,” said Mr. Kennedy quite frankly, “the large 
majority joia us for the club, and we make uo odjection 
to that. in fact that is all we ask of young men, that 
they should allow us to help them in the difficultics of 
life ana to put rational amusements and occupations in 
their way. 

“Then I make an cfiort to get into touch with the 
men in all sections of their lives. I do not approach 
them with the, to my mind, very disagreeable question, 
whe. her their souls are suved. I try to get to the chief 
interests in life, and the hobbies of each mano. — - 
~ “Ig aman an athlete? So am 1; and very fond of all 
branches of athletics I have been ail my life. Isa man 
a musician? So am I. Isa manastudent? Soam L 
I meet him on one or other of these grounds, make 
friends with bim, introduce him to suitable compauions, 
and do all I can in the way of advising and helping him 


“ You have also a department of athletics as part of 

organisztion, I believe ¢” 

“ Certaiuly'; there is nothing in the world to compare 
with it. We have ehty well equipped gymnasia in the 
United Kingdom, There is a very fine one here in 
London. Tre King of Sweden came to see it when ho 
was in London, and admired it very much. . 

“We always commence our, fas eee work with 
musical drill. It is a great mis 
hard work when you first enter a gymnasium. I remem- 
ber once going in for a little exercise when I was rather 

for time. I went straight at the parallel bars, 
and began pounding up and down. But upon my word, 
I found I nearly broke my chest open, and was quite 
knocked op for a time! 

“ Another thing we do is to send out seventy honorary 
instructors every week to teach the boys and young men 
of the poorer classes how to take exercise, 80, you sve, we 
do something to improve the physical etandard of our 
countrymen as well as spreading the truths of Chris- 
tianity.”

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“We only receive £1,300 a year from the outside 
public. The ret is mude up by charges for letting the

“ And what do you give them for their money, besides 
the social help you speak of ?” 

“Well, we have cycling clubs, football clubs, and 
swimming clubs. We have not yet got swimming baths 
of our own, but hope one day to tae some. Then there 
are sketching cluis, rambliug clubs, fur the study of 
aatural histury; and we rent a special boat-house at 
Putney for those who go in for rowing. Thea we havo 
made claborate arrangements for holiday touring 
at special cheap rates for our members. 

“ We also bave a number of seaside homes, where any 
member in want of a change can run down for a week or 
two. The best of these is at a place called Hazelwood, in 
the lle of Wizht, where we charge twenty-three shillings 
a woek, everything included. 

_ “Thea there are entertainments of ail kinds. For 
instance, we bave a musical siug-song here every Tues- 
day, conducted by the members themselves. Every 
Wednesday there is a recitation and singing by pupils of 
thy School of Voice Cultivation, And every mouth we 
have a lurge social gathering, which is paid for by some 
influential member who takes an intcrest in our work. 

“Then we havo a capital chess club. When we first 
started it the chess world asked, ‘Can any good come out 
of Exeter Hull?’ and was not iuclined to thinak much of 
ourefforts, But when we went very pear to winning the 
Metropolitan Chess Cup, only losing it by half a point, 
they had to chauge their tone. 

‘“* We have also a debating society where we discuss all 
manner of topics. A debate on the Eight Hours’ Bill 
was opened by a member of the Fabian Society, and we 
have discussed the payment of members, the Sunday 
closiug of museums, marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister, and 80 on.” 

“I should have thought debates wonld be rather a 
difficulty with you.” 

* Why?” 

“‘Becauso I suppose your members are nearly all on 
the same side.” 

“Qh, not a bit of it, They take all sorts of diferent 
views, and we really have some capital debates, 

‘Perhaps the most important branch of our work is 
how our employment bureau. It is only lately that we 
have started it at all on business lines, and I hope that in 
®& year or two we shall got it on to a far more extensive 
scale, During the last twelve months we had 13,471 
tpplicants for work.” : 

“ And for how many of these did you find places ?” 

“We found places for 97 ceut. of those that we 
registered on our books, but then we found that not more 
than 617, out of all the applicants I have mentioned, could 
be registered. It would be fatal for us to recommend 
anybody to employera of labour unless we were able to 
make ourselves responsiblo for their work. Wo cannot 
enter-anyone upon our register until-ve have verified his 
character carefully, and found out exuctly how much and 
how itttle he cas do.” 

‘*And whut do you do with the 12,800 applicants who 
cannot ve registered ?” 

“That is our great difficulty. It is the most dis- 
heartening part of our work. Experience has shown us 
that the maj.rity of those who come to us in this way are 
people who want to work but can’t.” 

“How do you meun, they can't?” 

“They can’t, because they are not properly fitted. The 
schools in this country teach boys nothing whatever which 
will be of use to them in life, They are taught no fan- 
guages but their own, except perhaps an imperfect smat- 
tering of F.ench or German, which is of no manner of 
use to them in business. A young Frenchman or even a 
oung German is much sharper in this respect. 

“ What is wanted is a technical teaching of languages. 
There are a number of business terms in every language 
which can be learnt in a very few weeks, and whena maa 
knows them, he can make a fair start in commercial life. 
For this purpose we have a number of classes to fit our 
memb-rs for the practical business of life. 

“Last year we had one hundred and twenty class 
which were attcnded by uo fewer than two thousand an 
twenty-nine students. Wehave a day school for type- 
‘writing and shorthand. Also Civil Service classes to 
prepare students for the examinations. These classea are 
entirely self supporting. Our teachers are a sohd stamp 
of men, many of them graduates of the London Univer- 
sity, who have read hard and know their subject. 

“Then. of course, men come to us who can work, but 
won't. They think we are 4 lot of eoft-headed fools from 
whom they wll be able to get something, but,” and here Mr. 
Kennedy Neaghed merrily, “our manuger kaows perfectly 
well what he’s abvat ; in fact, I don't think I ever met 
ashrewder or more business-like man, and it is by no 
means easy to impose upc him. 

‘As to those, who want to work and can’t, I often 
havo tosend them back to their homes in the country— 
and discourage their remaining in search of work in 
Londun, where they may only get into mischief. In 
the same way, We advise no one to come up to London 
unless be has a foothold assured. We tell them to sta 
were they are, and that if we hear of anything we w 
let them know. 

‘“* What we have been i agenet successful in is in find- 
ing places for men wit special qualifications, For 
instance, # man was required the other day to act as a 
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surveyor in Persia, and we were able to light upon the very 
man for the place. We take a great ieal of pains in the 
way of advertising the men on our register, and we are 
acquiring quite a reputation among business people for 
} the kind of men we aupply.” 

“Well, nuw, about your members, Mr. Kennedy? 
What teste do you impose upon them ?” 

“ None whatever. We ask no questions of ag el 
We have an ayent in each of the tig business houses, 
like Shoolbred’s or Waterloo tlouse. He send» us in a 
list every mouth of the new people that have joined his 
establishment, and to each vf these we send a com- 
plimentary ticket for one month, entitling them to come 
to our meetings and use our rvoma. We have two 
classes of members, first there is tie religious member. 
ship for those ‘ who have giveu decided evidence of con- 
version to God.’ Then there is the associateship, which 
I will rot call irreligious, but which is more sec than 
the full membership. ’ 

I then asked Mr. Kennedy to tel! me something abont 
bimeelf, and he informed me that he bad been connected 
for seven years officially with his work. 

“I don't want to say anything about myself,” he 
added, “but I may say that I am very keen indeed on 
trying to help young men. I regard the work as one of 
national importance. Here we have ei -five thotsand 
young men bauded together on right fees of life. The 
tuture of the country is in the bands of its young men, 
and if we can get them to understand and believe that 
Christianity helps a man practically in his daily Jife, and 
that a personal Suviour is a reulity, we are supplying a 
new mainsprinog to the national life. 

“I bave had many paiuful experiences here. I have 
soen many sad tales of people who have actually gone tc 
—the Devil, I was guing to say, because they have not 
practised the simple rules of the Gospel. 

“The other day I camo across a ‘bus conductor, who 
quoted Livy to me, and seemed altogether a highly- 
taught and iutelligent fellow, but he had been living from 
hand to mouth for months, and was only too glad to 
his present job. Another mau cume me the other 
in pitiful dict aud rags, He had been a douole-first at 
Oxford, and o general favourite at one of our best public 
schouis. He asked me for fourpence for a mght's 
lodging, which I gave him. 

“I asked them how they had managed to come so lew, 
and both gave me the same answer.
